The Market, This Year and Later 


ODAY the market for Thoroughbred horses is 

stronger than ever before in the experience of 
most of the breeders and owners now active. Its 
strength is reflected in private sales, in high of- 
fers refused by the owners of good horses, in an 
unprecedented ratio of claiming, in the strong de- 
mand for the services of the higher-priced stal- 
lions, and otherwise. 

Barring unexpected reverses, there is every 
prospect that the strong market will be further 
reflected in the yearling sales to be held next sum- 
mer. It is possible that Keeneland or Meadow 
Brook (if the eastern sales are held at Meadow 
Brook) may produce an average higher than the 
$3,825 average of 1925, the record for Saratoga, 
provided, of course, the market is not overstrained 
with mere numbers. 

There is reason, too, for the market to improve 
still further. Arlington and Washington Park, 
still bidding vigorously for the country’s best 
horses, have announced a program of stakes and 
purses which outdoes even the eye-opening sched- 
ule they offered last season. Garden State Park, 
having tried its wings, has given indications of 
promoting very high-class racing. Delaware 
Park, a non-profit course which likes to see horse- 
men do well, expects to be back in action after 
having missed the 1943 season. There will be 
more racing in Maryland than last year. Thus 
ths New York tracks, which traditionally have 
had a sort of first call on the best racing talent, 
stand to see the tradition altered unless they meet 
the sharpened competition. 

Behind all this is the simple, stubborn phenome- 
non of loose money—inflation. Not even Florida’s 
exorbitant take-out of approximately a dollar out 
of every six wagered is enough to discourage the 
publie’s eagerness to wager. 

Ordinarily we could look at the picture we have 
before us today and, going out of our way to find 
the dark cloud behind the silver lining, could pre- 
dict with pessimistic confidence the developments 
to follow. The succession would be simple enough: 
loose money, big betting, high purses, boom mar-

ket; overproduction, not-so-loose money, retrench- 
ment, lower purses, market go boom. 

That’s putting it a bit darkly, of course. We 
don’t actually expect it to turn out that way. But 
it can, if we let it happen that way. All the fac- 
tors in the imaginary succession of developments 
noted in the paragraph above are beyond the con- 
trol of racing itself. We cannot cause or prevent 
inflation or change the course of national eco- 
nomic welfare. Practically speaking, we cannot 
prevent overproduction of race horses, since the 
breeder is free to do as he pleases and when prices 
go up he will certainly please to breed more 
horses. Thus when prices come down they always 
meet the horses coming up, and the resulting col- 
lision is most painful. 

This collision of falling prices and rising num- 
bers is virtually inevitable. Except for one thing 
we would kick our own shins under the table for 
mentioning it now. If there were nothing we 
could do about it, then we would do better to for- 
get about it as long as possible. 

But we can do something to ease the pain of col- 
lision day—may it be long in coming. As a mat- 
ter of fact, we are doing it, in the form of an in- 
creased number of non-claiming overnight races. 
These are the shock-absorbers of racing’s eco- 
nomic set-up, because they put racing on a merit 
basis, because they remove the automatic ceiling 
of claiming prices, because they make racing a 
sporting adventure instead of a commercial lot- 
tery, and because, even in hard times, they put 
a proper premium on good horses. 

Not all tracks are going to like reducing their 
proportion of claiming races, and there’s nothing 
much to do about it. Hialeah Park and the Fair 
Grounds had excellent programs, tending away 
from the claiming race. Tropical Park and Oak- 
lawn Park prefer the tried routine of uniform 
cheapness. We cannot expect a majority of tracks 
suddenly to break a long tradition. But if only 
the best tracks will show the way and establish a 
new routine of conditioning a larger proportion 
of non-claiming races, then horsemen will have a 
far greater degree of protection against the fu- 
ture, whatever it may bring.

double with Four Freedoms’ victory in the 
Widener Handicap, a week after Stir Up, in de- 
fiance of all orderly procedure, had beaten a fair- 
ly good field for the Flamingo Stakes. Rather 
obviously Sun Again was the best horse, but in 
handicaps the idea isn’t to have the best horse; 
it’s to have the most improved horse after the 
weights are out. Or it’s to have the purse, which 
comes to the same thing. Greentree and Trainer 
John Gaver, if you have kept track, have been 
getting their share of the purses for some years, 
and the opinion here is that it couldn’t happen to 
nicer people. 

It isn’t necessary to write letters to the editor; 
this bystander is aware that Stir Up and Four 
Freedoms were saddled by E. L. Cotton, but it is 
permissible to assume that Mr. Gaver, wintering 
the rest of the stable at Aiken and occasionally 
dropping down to Miami to watch the horses run, 
takes a mild interest in the proceedings. The 
Greentree training staff also includes Marshall 
Lilly, a Negro horseman who has been around 
since Colin was a yearling (he was working for 
James R. Keene when that great racer was 
foaled), and can tell one end of a horse from 
another, practically at a glance. It’s a pretty 
solid organization of good horsemen, but never 
mind that; the head trainer catches the slings and 
arrows when things go badly, so he is entitled to 
a stray posy or so when the stable wins every- 
thing in sight. 

This department put together a few notes on 
Trainer Gaver a few years ago, when he beat 
Bimelech with Corydon; Fairy Chant, Salaminia, 
and Damaged Goods with Piquet; Eight Thirty 
with Third Degree; Challedon with Hash; the 
best 2-year-old fillies with Tangled; and the best 
2-year-old colts with Monday Lunch. It was a re- 
markable series of upsets, neatly arranged to 
cover all divisions. The suspicion is that it isn’t 
all coincidence. There must be a little horse- 
training behind it. 

When Mr. Gaver was put in charge of the 
Greentree horses some seasons back, that school 
of thought which claims that experience is the 
main thing, even when you don’t learn anything 
from it, gave a few rude chuckles. Mr. Gaver had 
gone to Princeton, and what does a college boy 
know about training horses? Ho, ho, and all that. 
It reminds me of an afternoon several seasons 
back when I was listening over the radio to a 
run-down of the starting field for the Massachu- 
setts Handicap, in company with Pimlico’s David 
F. Woods. “Why,” said this bystander sagely, 
“do you suppose Mr. Fitz keeps putting Fighting 
Fox into races at nine furlongs when he can’t 
run but eight?” About that time the field broke 
out of the gate, and something less than two min- 
utes later Fighting Fox had won the thing by a 
matter of a half-length, from Pompoon. “Maybe,” 
said Mr. Woods, “Mr. Fitz still thinks he can win 
at nine furlongs.” 

Mr. Fitz didn’t go to Princeton, and he trains his 
horses pretty well. Mr. Gaver went to Princeton, 
and he trains his horses pretty well, too. It’s a 
horrid thought, but it seems that a Princeton 
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education doesn’t have anything at all to do with 
horse training, one way or the other. 

But a Princeton graduate might more readily 
detect an analogy between another party to these 
Greentree successes, Jockey Eddie Arcaro, and 
the legendary figure of Antaeus, who is_ best 
remembered for his wrestling with Hercules. An- 
taeus’ particular characteristic, if you remember, 
was that every time you bounced him on the 
ground he came back stronger than ever. Jockey 
Arcaro has been bounced on the ground a time or 
two, not by Hercules to be sure, but by The Jockey 
Club, and he comes back stronger every time. 


Notes on a Document 


HIS bystander has in hand an unsigned letter 

of a somewhat peculiar nature, about Ireland 
and India and Japan and Pear] Harbor and Ar- 
gentina and Robert McCormick and the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury and other current matters, 
which seems to have been inspired by recent com- 
ment in this space about the Jersey Act. 

The contention here wasn’t that we ought to 
recall our ambassador if the Jersey Act isn’t re- 
pealed, or that the lend-lease program should be 
made dependent on recognition of the American 
Stud Book. It is a question which is only ob- 
scured by patriotic fervors. Only a few hundred 
people, on either side of the Atlantic, are affect- 
ed directly by the Jersey Act, and as far as I 
know the Archbishop of Canterbury isn’t one of 
them. There was a tendency to go at the Jersey 
Act as a sort of sporting proposition—in the name 
of fair play and all that—but it seems increasing- 
ly evident that this approach isn’t going to work. 
The Jersey Act is going to have to be regarded 
in a realistic and commercial light, as a bar to 
foreign trade which we should take steps to neu- 
tralize. Only that and nothing more.

W hat Color Is a Horse? 


N THE BLoop-HorsE of February 12 was a note 

on the fact that the Associated Press, in re- 
porting that G. Zepeda Carranza’s Seeing Eye 
had been nominated for the Kentucky Derby, had 
referred to the son of *Bull Dog as a chestnut. 
Also reported was Charles A. Kenney’s quip: “If 
that’s a chestnut son of *Bull Dog, I hope they’ll 
keep him in Mexico.” 

One could guess easily enough how the A. P.’s 
error had been made. In Mexico a bay colt is a 
potrillo colorado, and the abbreviation is p. c. 
The writer glanced at his notes and absentmind- 
edly accepted the ¢c. as an abbreviation for chest- 
nut, forgetting for a second that he was in an- 
other language. At least, it could have happened 
that way. It was innocent and unimportant, as 
was Mr. Kenney’s little joke. 

But a letter from Mexico City suggests that 
maybe readers in Mexico might think Mr. Kenney 
was being mean and implying that something was 
being misrepresented. He wasn’t, of course. Mr. 
Kenney is a very vigorous promoter of “Bull 
Dog’s reputation, and as a result he has to stand 
a bit of “ribbing” from his friends in the form 
of mock disparagement cf the horse, this sort of 
good-natured guff being a favorite amusement 
among horsemen. The chances are that in this 

‘ase he was trying to beat someone else to it— 
someone who probably would accuse him of palm- 
ing off a chestnut as a son of *Bull Dog, which 
doesn’t sire chestnuts. 

By now I have succeeded in making a pretty 
good-sized mountain out of a microscopic molehill. 
Does it actually make any difference if an error 
is made in giving the color of a horse and some- 
body makes a little joke about it? As a matter 
of fact, it does make a difference. Not a big dif- 
ference, to be sure. Just a tiny one. But many 
tiny differences of understanding add up to a 
whopping big one which is a lot more than the 
sum of the small ones. And differences in lan- 
guage are probably the most fertile breeding 
ground for these misunderstandings which are so 
insignificant and so powerful. THE BLOoD-HORSE 
has been guilty and is contrite. 

In the letter to which reference was made above 
the following comment is included: 


A difficulty we have in Mexico in trying to equal- 
ize with your American nomenclature and standards 
is the matter of coat colour in horses. This subject 
I have not found in any of the horse books I have, 
and not even in the American Encyclopedia. In 
Spanish we have so many more divisions of colours 
than you have in English, being the reasons why 
many mistakes can be made. 


For several years I tried, whenever the oppor- 
tunity presented itself, to gather enough informa- 
tion to set forth, mainly for the use of the office 
force, the foreign designations of coat color with 
their English equivalents. You don’t just look in 
the foreign-language dictionaries for these 
things; they are in the dictionaries, all right, but 
the men who put the words together have not in- 
terested themselves in the specialized applications 
of the words. I have talked with men from Mex- 
ico, Argentina, France, Germany, and elsewhere, 


and with one polyglot who knows the horses and 
languages of half a dozen countries. They were 
very helpful, but after a while it became plain 
that, even among people who speak the same lan- 
guage (especially the Spanish tongue), there was 
considerable difference in the application of words 
to the coat color of horses. 

Because I was still woefully ignorant after 
many consultations, I never attempted to indicate 
in print the usages of the various countries in this 
respect. One hesitates to write about a subject 
of which he knows very little, lest he be accused 
of four-flushing, as the poker players would call 
it, 

But now, with racing flourishing in Mexico City, 
and the breeding of Thoroughbreds taking hold in 
various states in Mexico, it is high time for us to 
be getting on toward an understanding of many 
little things, among them the designation of the 
coat color of horses. So I open the discussion, not 
because I know much about it, but rather because 
I am ignorant and wish to learn from others. 
Some of my errors probably will be of the grossest 
sort, but I won’t mind the humiliation if we can 
make progress toward a sort of international 
glossary on the subject. 

The Latin-American equivalents of the major 
color designations are roughly as follows: 


English Mexican Argentine Chilean Brazilian 


hostnut alazan ehazan alazan alazzo 
bay colorado zaino bayo zaino 
hrown retinto zaino 

colorado colorado castanha 
black neyro zaino 

negro negro Zaino negro 
grey terdillo tordillo tordillo tordilho 
roan ruano rosillo rosillo ruano 


The terms used above were taken from the stud 
books of various countries, except in Mexico, 
where the list is taken from the Mexican edition 
of Daily Racing Form, which gives the Mexican 
and English equivalents side by side. 

It looks much too simple when you line them up 
side by side, as above. Don’t ever believe that 
languages are so simple and uncomplicated. 
Words mean many things to many people, even 
among those who speak the same language, and 
the best one can ever do with them is to convey 
to the mind of the listener an approximation of 
the intent of the speaker. The language of the 
coat color of horses still needs a bit of interna- 
tional tinkering, I suspect, before it can be de- 
pended upon to convey even an approximation of 
the meaning intended. 

In English there is a rather distinct difference 
between the meaning of the words sorrel and 
chestnut as applied to horses, the sorrel being the 
lighter, more yellowish color. But in the termi- 
nology in general use for the Thoroughbred, the 
word chestnut is used exclusively. The diction- 
ary, in defining chestnut, has to call it brown 
(“red-yellow in hue,” it says). On the other 
hand, when we apply the word brown to a horse 
we don’t mean brown at all, but something much 
closer to black. The main difference between a 
brown horse and a black is that the latter is black 
all over; that is, in the coat of a black horse there 
is no pattern of variation, but uniform color. 

And the word bay, while it may seem a very 
plain and simple and understandable word to a 
horseman, is really something out of this world. 
Some years ago, when I was on the Turf desk of 
the Morning Telegraph in New York for a few 
months, a woman artist called on the telephone 
and asked what color bay is. If I could have 
shown her a horse I could have said, “‘There’s a 
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bay.” But how, with the use of mere words, can 
you describe bay? 

The Jockey Club attempted it, in a sheet of in- 
structions to persons registering Thoroughbreds. 
It said: 


BAY. This varies from a light yellowish tan (light 
bay) to a dark rich shade, almost brown, and be- 
tween these a bright mahogany (blood bay). 


This is all right, if you know in advance what 
bay means. But a “light yellowish tan” horse 
isn’t a bay. On the other hand, can you do it 
better? (I’m not so sure that artists using colors 
instead of words would agree. If you have a por- 
trait of a bay horse painted you are likely to dis- 
cover that he is purple.) 

The Latin-American countries, in giving names 
to the colors of horses, have held no closer to the 
orthodox meaning of the words used than we have. 
Instead of using the word which means chestnut 
to describe the horses we call chestnut, they have 
used the word which means sorrel. In Argentina, 
and I think in Mexico, they use alazan tostado 
(literally, toasted sorrel) to indicate the darker 
chestnuts, the ones, I suppose, which we would call 
dark chestnut or liver chestnut. 

In Chile the word bayo is used, apparently as an 
equivalent for bay. (It is also used as an equiva- 
lent for a geographical bay.) But in general the 
Latin-American countries use zaino (which really 
means chestnut) to describe the colors which are 
darker than chestnut. In Brazil, whose language 
has a Portuguese base, the word zaino (chestnut) 
appears to be used for bay and the word castanho 
(which also means chestnut) indicates the same 
horse color which we call brown. 

In Mexico, before racing began at the Hipo- 
dromo de las Americas, there were several words 
which might have been used as the equivalents of 
our American horse-color words. But by the 
usage now being fixed by the press, colorado is 
bay, retinto is brown, and zaino is not used at all. 
In Argentina a bay may be zaino or zaino dora- 
dilla (say, golden bay). But zaino colorado is 
usually brown, while zaino negro is used for 
blacks. Possibly the practice in Argentina is to 
use zaino to some extent in another of its mean- 
ings, which is, more or less, “whole-colored.” (1 
suspect it was this latter meaning which discour- 
aged the use of the word in Mexico.) The word 
colorado means literally nothing more than col- 
ored, but to a Mexican it means bay and to an 
Argentinian it means brown. However, the divid- 
ing line between bay and brown seems to be no 
more clear in Argentina than in North America; 
for instance, *Filisteo was zaino colorado in Ar- 
gentina and brown in North America, while 
*Conde Rico, which was zaino colorado in Argen- 
tina, is bay in the U. S. 

In France alezan (sorrel) is used for chestnut, 
bai for bay, and bai brun for brown. In Germany 
Fuchs (literally, chestnut) is used for the chest- 
nut color, in the same sense as we understand the 
word, and dunkelfuchs is dark chestnut. But 
braun (pronounced brown) is not brown, but bay, 
while brown is dunkelbraun and dark brown is 
schwarzbraun (literally, black bay). 

I hope that some day there will be established, 
on a permanent basis, an international conference 
of stud book authorities. Their most important 
problem would be the matter of mutual recogni- 
tion for registration purposes. But perhaps they 
would also be able to bring about a greater meas- 
ure of uniformity in the use of words to describe 
the colors of horses. At least they should be able 
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to establish a color chart which would simplify 
registration and translation. 

In the meantime, if any of our Latin-American 
readers wish to clarify the confusion I shall be 
glad to have their contributions.

Remount Pedigree 


DD to the notes on Kope Kona the following 

memorandum from Col. F. W. Koester, officer 
in charge of the western Remount area with head- 
quarters at San Mateo, Calif.: 


Concerning the breeding of the Hawaiian horse 
Kope Kona, which you discussed at considerable 
length in your column, Pedigree Points, in the Feb- 
ruary 26 issue of THE BLoop-Horse, it also may be 
quite interesting to know that the stallion Rodgers, 
the grandsire of Kope Kona and who appears in the 
pedigree of his dam, was a Remount stallion. The 
same is true of Ormesby, the sire of Kope Kona’s 
dam. 

Rodgers stood in Hawaii for 16 years, dying in 
1939. Ormesby has been in Hawaii since 1933 and 
is still standing at the Parker Ranch, Kamuela, Terri- 
tory of Hawaii. 


A letter from Honolulu dated February 25 ex- 
presses the hope that we won’t get the idea that 
Hawaiians are all expecting Kope Kona to win the 
Kentucky Derby. The writer’s guess is that the 
colt will be beaten a sixteenth of a mile. But, if 
he wins, “then in 1945 you can expect a convoy of 
horses for the Derby from Hawaii.”

HE first of the more important stakes events 

at the Hipodromo de las Americas, the 25,000- 
peso Handicap de la Ciudad de Mexico, for 3-year- 
olds at a mile, was run Sunday, March 5, resulting 
in a surprise victory by Barba Gonzalez and 
Redo’s Nurse’s Aide, by *By-Pass II, with the 
best-regarded starters, Seeing Eye and Don Jose 
H., finishing up the track. 

The previous week-end had seen the inaugura- 
tion of a 2-year-old event inspired by the Sara- 
toga Special, a winner-take-all affair which was 
won by Mrs. G. J. de Pagliai’s Royal Bound. On 
the same card was an overnight handicap with a 
purse of 5,000 pesos, and this was won by G .Z. 
Carranza’s Casemer, a 4-year-old daughter of 
Case Ace. On Sunday, February 27, there was no 
stakes event, the feature being the overnight 
Yucatan Handicap, with 10,000 pesos. The win- 
ner at 74% to 1 was San Luis Stable’s Matchup, a 
Misstep gelding which got up to beat the favored 
Soup and Fish a neck in the last few strides. 

No stakes event is scheduled for March 12, but 
on the March 11 program the Handicap Juvenil, 
for 2-year-olds at two furlongs, will be run for a 
purse of 8,500 pesos added.

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ARKANSAS 
Oaklawn Park 


HE first week of the 50-day meeting in prog- 

ress at Oaklawn Park indicated that the Hot 
Springs track, like most others operating during 
this inflationary period, was headed for new rec- 
ords in support. The turnover on Saturday, March 
4, was $312,075, and this raised the total for the 
week to $1,534,288, against a first-week total of 
$944,189 last year, the increase being more than 
50 per cent. Oaklawn varied from the usual pat- 
vern, however, in that attendance increased, the 
week totaling 28,946 against 21,939 last year. 

High pari-mutuel turnovers are not always an 
unmitigated blessing for racing, as they tend to 
draw criticism from those who seem to think that 
money bet is money lost, and to draw unwelcome 
attention from legislators who seem to think that 
money in motion ought to revert to state treas- 
uries. But the high handle at Oaklawn Park is 
likely to be of some value in sustaining racing in 
Arkansas. The governor publicly opposed the 
granting of a license to the track this year, and 
after his opposition had been overidden, an- 
nounced that he would attempt a referendum on 
racing this fall. Arkansas got a total racing reve- 
nue of about $300,000 from 19438 racing, and if 
the current rate of increase is sustained, will get 
nearly $500,000 in 1944, a circumstance which 
seems very likely to endear it to members of the 
legislature, and to make even anti-racing natives 
a little hesitant about attempting to make up such 
a sum through added personal taxes. 

The March 4 feature event was a $1,000 over- 
night handicap for 3-year-olds and up at six fur- 
longs, and it was won by Brolite Farm’s The Fin- 
est, a 7-year-old horse by *Teddy—Appeal, by 
John P. Grier, bred in New Jersey by F. Wallis 
Armstrong. 


NEW YORK 


Belmont Park Stakes 


‘OME of the most important of the Belmont 
Park spring stakes, including the Belmont 
Stakes, C. C. A. Oaks, and National Stallion 
Stakes, have already closed, but 11 others for the 
spring meeting, and two which will be run in 1945, 
close March 15. The two events which will be run 
next year are the C .C. A. Oaks, to which the 
entry fee is $25, with an eligibility payment of 
$50 by September 15, 1944, and another of $75 by 
February 15, 1945; and the National Stallion 
Stakes, which requires a nominating fee of $10 
and an eligibility payment of $40 by December 15, 


1944. The 11 events to be run this spring follow:

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Kentucky Derby 
Entries 


EFLECTING, perhaps, the open nature of the 
race, there were 148 nominations for the sev- 
entieth running of the Kentucky Derby, which is 
to be run Saturday, May 6, at the Churchill Downs 
spring meeting. Except for 1942, when there were 
150 entries, it was the largest list of nominations 
announced for the Derby since 1930, and was in 
sharp contrast with 1943, when there were only 
110 nominations. 

An even dozen of the entries are fillies, includ- 
ing the top performers which rivaled the best 
colts in 1943. Among them are Durazna, Twilight 
Tear, Miss Keeneland, and Whirlabout, which on 
comparative class appear to stand as good a 
chance of winning the classic as any fillies nomi- 
nated in the last decade. 

Largest number of nominations in one owner- 
ship is the five representing Mrs. Barclay K. 
Douglas’ Mill River Stable. Warren Wright’s Cal- 
umet Farm, the Whitney family’s Greentree 
Stable, and Lt. Col. Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney 
are the only other owners with as many as four 
entries. Missing altogether among the nomina- 
tors, for the second time in two years, is the name 
of Col. E. R. Bradley, who holds a record of having 
won four renewals of the race, but three of the 
1943 2-year-olds sold by Colonel Bradley are 
named. William Woodward’s Belair Stud, the only 
other owner credited with three winners, is repre- 
sented only by the fillies Thread o’ Gold and 
Vienna.

A $10,000 Match Race 


The Southwest still likes occasionally to take 
its racing straight—horse against horse, bets on 
the side, and no frills. On Sunday, March 5, be- 
fore a good- sized crowd at San Angelo, Texas, a 
privately aranged match of this sort was held, 
$10,000 a side, winner take all. 

The winner was Chant Thru, owned by C. C. 
McBurnett, owner of the St. Angelus Hotel at 
San Angelo, and ridden by K. Whitlack, and the 
loser, beaten three lengths, was Cotplay, owned 
by a syndicate in Sonora, Texas, and ridden by 
Tony Licata. Chant Thru carried 115 pounds, 
and Cotplay, a filly, had 112. The time for the 
six furlongs on a good track was 1:15. 

As far as organized racing is concerned, neither 
of the contestants had a claim to established 
class. Chant Thru, a 5-year-old bay horse by 
Follow Thru—Penchant, by Pennant, has _ not 
raced on a recognized track. Cotplay, a 4-year-old 
bay filly by Spanish Play-—Lady Cotner, by Lee 
O. Cotner, was placed twice as a 2-year-old in 
1942, but failed to win in six other starts.

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FLORIDA 
Hialeah to Tropical 


HE final day of racing at Hialeah Park, feat- 

ured by the Widener Handicap and the Hia- 
leah Juvenile Stakes, brought out a crowd of 18,- 
984 patrons, and set an all-time Florida betting 
record of $1,172,211. This raised the total turn- 
over for the 50-day meeting to $36,786,127, mak- 
ing a daily average of $735,724. It was by far the 
most support racing has had in Florida, for the 
previous record daily average at Hialeah Park 
was $568,518 in 1940. Attendance was somewhat 
off from previous seasons, because of difficulties 
in transportation, but the average betting per 
capita rose from about $50 in 1940 to nearly $80 
this season. 

The closing day program was made up with- 
out a claiming event, as most of the Saturday 
cards at Hialeah have been this year. The first 
race was for maiden 3-year-olds, and it was taken 
by A. W. Wentzel’s favored All Day, a colt by 
Equestrian—Sunset Gun, bred by King Ranch. A 
Class D allowance affair was won by the favorite, 
Havahome Stable’s Rurales, a 4-year-old son of 
*Gino, bred by the late W. S. Kilmer. The third 
race was for 3-year-olds at seven furlongs, under 
allowance conditions, and in this the Calumet 
Farm entry of Armed and Herald was backed to 1 
to 4. The entry performed to expectation, run- 
ning one-two, with Armed, by Bull Lea—Armful, 
by Chance Shot, beating his stablemate three 
lengths. The unusually heavy odds laid on the 
entry produced a freak pay-off, as the entry paid 
$2.50 to win for a $2 straight ticket, but paid 
$2.80 to place. 

The Hialeah Juvenile Stakes and Widener Han- 
dicap were the next races on the program, and 
the sixth event was at 1% miles over the turf 
course. Isidore Bieber’s Moon Maiden, a *Chal- 
lenger II mare trained by Hirsch Jacobs, won this 
without great difficulty, setting a new record of 
2:33 for the distance. *Grasshopper II, favored 
for the event, finished fourth. Trainer Jacobs 
made it a double with the next race, a $5,000 
purse under allowance conditions at 1% miles, 
winning it with his wife’s Stymie, the second son 
of Equestrian to win during the day. Like All 
Day, he was bred by King Ranch. 

Greentree Stable got a breeder’s double also, 
when the last race was taken easily by In Ques- 
tion, a Greentree-bred gelding by Questionnaire— 
Perhaps So. In Question races now for Mrs. C. S. 
Bromley, and he was the fourth winning favorite 
of the afternoon. 

On March 6 racing moved back to Tropical 
Park, where another highly successful meeting is 
expected, the first one this winter having proved 
very good. The Orange Blossom Stakes, for 2- 
year-old colts and geldings, and with a $5,000 en- 
dowment, is the first stakes event scheduled for 
the Coral Gables meeting, is to be run March 11.

The only stakes event for 2-year-olds of the 
Hialeah Park meeting drew a field of 11, of which 
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Maransart, a *Quatre Bras II gelding, winner of 
one race and narrowly beaten in another, was in- 
stalled a 2-to-1 favorite. The second choice was 
Timeless, winner of both of his previous starts, 
the first of which had been in a $2,500 claiming 
race. Tiger Call, one of the busier members of 
the field, had finished behind four horses (two sec- 
onds and a third) in five previous races, and three 
of the four, Timeless, Bertie S., and Maransart, 
were in the field; he was made third choice in the 
betting. 

The field spilled down the three-furlong chute 
with Timeless racing straight and taking the lead 
at once. Jockey Lindberg had his troubles keep- 
ing him going, for he lost his whip at the start, 
but Timeless finished under hand riding to win by 
a length from Tiger Call, which was the same dis- 
tance ahead of Bertie S. Maransart swerved to 
the inside after the start and had little chance 
thereafter.

In 1942, after Greentree Stable’s The Rhymer 
had been returned the surprising winner of the 
Widener Handicap, Trainer John Gaver remarked 
that you can’t hit the moon if you don’t shoot. 
This season Mr. Gaver is not, technically, the 
trainer of the Greentree division in Florida, as he 
has been wintering part of the stable at Aiken, 
with E. L. Cotton in charge of the Miami divi- 
sion. But the same philosophy is in evidence. On 
February 26 the stable made a try with the out- 
sider Stir Up in the Flamingo Stakes, and Stir Up 
came down the winner. On March 4 Greentree hit 
its third moon in three shots. 

Even at that Jockey Eddie Arcaro was a little 
ahead of the stable, for in addition to riding 
Greentree’s three surprise winners, he had won 
the 1942 Flamingo on Requested, giving him 
Florida’s principal winter double twice in the last 
two years of racing there. 

Sun Again was backed at a trifle more than 
even money, with Marriage, winner of the New 
Orleans Handicap, a rather weak second choice 
at about 61% to 1. Four Freedoms, at about 7% 
to 1, was one of four horses given some chance at 
the favorite, the others being Alquest and First 
Fiddle. 

The race was more or less a speed contest all 
the way, in that the placed horses were in conten- 
tion nearly all the way, and nothing very far be- 
hind the pace ever got into the race. Eurasian, 
last season’s Travers winner, was off with his 
usual speed and drew clear, with Four Freedoms 
hustled along behind him, Alquest third, Marriage 
fourth. Sun Again, eased slightly around the first 
turn to get to the outside, was farthest back of 
the contenders, but he moved forward on the 
run through the back stretch to displace Marriage 
from fourth position. On the last turn Eurasian 
began to come back and Arcaro sent Four Free- 
doms up and past him. Sun Again came fast on 
the outside and at the furlong-pole had engaged 
the leader. He got to the front about a sixteenth 
from the finish, but was unable to hold his ad- 
vantage, and the hard-ridden Four Freedoms was 
up again to beat him a head. Alquest kept third 
place easily enough, but he was five lengths back 
of the leaders, while Eurasian, three lengths

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farther back, barely held fourth place from Mar- 
riage. 

Four Freedoms, not a stakes winner until he 
took one division of the Palm Beach Handicap 
January 15, has started 35 times, won seven races, 
finished second eight times, third eight times, and 
has earned $49,795. He was assigned 107 pounds 
for the race, but his rider was unable, by 21'5 
pounds, to make that weight. Particulars of his 
pedigree appeared in THE BLoop-HorsE of Janu- 
ary 22, page 156. 

The challenge trophy donated to the race by the 
late J. E. Widener was retired with Four Free- 
doms’ victory, since it had to be won only twice 
before becoming the permanent property of a 
winning owner.

LEADING SIRES OF 1943 


No. 12. Snark 


WELFTH among the leading 20 sires for 19438 

was Wheatley Stable’s Snark, which like 
Menow, two places above him on the list, was 
represented last year by only two crops of foals. 
Both were rather small crops, for Snark had but 
16 foals of racing age through last season. The 
first crops included only six foals, four of which 
won as 2-year -olds, and all as 3-year-olds, the 
stakes winner s Slide Rule and Optimism being in- 
cluded. The f former, of course, is almost the en- 
tire reason for Snark’ s position on the sire list; 
generally rated as second to Count Fleet among 
the colts, he earned $106,950 of the $120,445 in 
first monies credited to his sire. 

Snark’s history is uncomplicated. Wheatley 
Stable bred him, at Arthur B. Hancock’s Clai- 
borne Stud, Paris, Ky., in 1933. He did his rac- 
ing for Whee atley Stable also, under the care of 
James E. Fitzsimmons, and after his racing days 
were over he returned, still in the same owner- 
ship, to Claiborne. 

His sire was the almost incredibly fast Boojum, 
which set what was then an American record in 
the Hopeful Stakes, but was so unsound—due 
largely to his own terrific speed—that he started 
only six times. When he was retired to the C. V. 
Whitney Farm, at Lexington, he was so nearly 
sterile that his first and second crops consisted of 
only one foal each. But the first of these was 
Snark, the second the minor stakes winner Jub 
Jub. His third crop, also of one foal, was the win- 
ner Candle Ends. Subsequently, his fertility some- 
what improved, Boojum got the brilliant but un- 
lucky Thingumabob and last season’s stakes- 
winning filly Boojiana. Snark’s dam was the win- 
ner Helvetia, by *“Hourless, a mare which won and 
also produced the C. C. A. Oaks winner Edelweiss 
and the stakes winner Matterhorn. 

As a 2-year-old Snark was a good but not ex- 
ceptional perfor mer, winning the Great American 
Stakes, finishing second in the Champagne Stakes 
after giving Brevity a rousing battle, and third 
in the Grand Union Hotel Stakes. As a 3-year- 
old he did not race at all, but at four and five he 
was a highly versatile performer, setting a new 
world’s record of 1:1545 for 6% furlongs around 
a turn at Hialeah Park, and snatching a breath- 
less finish in the 1%4-mile Suburban Handicap 
from Pompoon, in 2:01%, this being the fastest 
Suburban ever run except for Whisk Broom II’s 
1913 victory; the time for that, 2:00, has been 
disputed, though it was an amazing performance 
no matter what the qualifications, since the son of 
Broomstick was carrying 139 pounds. 

Snark also won the Metropolitan in 1:3745 
through mud, the Queens County, Rochambeau, 
and Paumonok Handicaps, and two other events 
during his last two seasons at the races, and re- 
tired with a record of winning eight races from 31 
starts, and $55,890. He was out against top 
horses, for among those he met were Brevity, War 
Admiral, Seabiscuit, Esposa, Pompoon, Aneroid, 
Fair Knightess, and others.

ITH the 1943 season the earnings of the get 

of *Cohort went past $1,000,000. He had 42 
winners of 112 races during the season, and they 
earned first monies amounting to $119,090 to place 
him thirteenth on the list of sires. In all his get 
have won 904 races, and have earned approxi- 
mately $1,100,000. This makes him, if readers 
will pardon the pun, a Pulitzer prize, for his pres- 
ent owner, Horace N. Davis, got him from Her- 
bert Pulitzer for $900. 

“Cohort was bred in England in 1925 by Sir 
Alec Black, but did his racing for A. Sadler, Jr., 
and was trained at Newmarket by Sam H. Dar- 
ling. He did not race at two, and at three he was 
out only four times. His first start was in the 
seven-furlong Easter Plate, which he won from 16 
others. He was unplaced in the Trial Stakes at 
Ascot, and also in the Cork and Orrery All-Aged 
Stakes, and closed his brief racing career at Don- 
caster in September by winning the Scarborough 
Stakes, going the mile in 1:36% under 131 
pounds. A glance at *Cohort will explain his 
short racing career; almost from the beginning he 
was hampered by bony exostoses around the 
coronary bands of his front pasterns. His get, 
however, are very durable performers. 

Herbert Pulitzer bought *Cohort in England 
and brought him to America, to stand at Mr. 
Davis’ Blue Grass Heights Stock Farm, a few 
miles from Lexington, making his first season in 
1930. He got 17 foals from this crop, of which 
eight were winners. In 1931 Mr. Pulitzer, who 
had bought the *Light Brigade mare Miamba 
from the Hartland Stud dispersal, directed that 
she be bred to *Cohort, and the result of this was 
Roman Soldier, possibly the best son *Cohort has 
had, winner of 20 races and $91,935. In the same 
crop, of eight foals, were the stakes vinncrs Bran- 
non and Uppermost, and three other win.<rs. 

But before these foals raced, *Cohort had at- 
tracted little attention, and when Mr. Pulitzer 
dispersed his small Thoroughbred holdings—he 
sold five head—at Saratoga in 1933, prices for 
Thoroughbreds were extremely low. Mr. Davis, 
aware that the horse was better than the market, 
was able to buy him for $900. He was not the 
only bargain in the sale, for from it Brookmeade 
Stable got Psychic Bid, then a yearling, for 
$1,500. In 1934 Mr. Davis offered *Cohort at stud 
under what was then a rather novel arrangement, 
$120 to guarantee a live colt, $60 to guarantee a 
live filly, with mares to be examined on Septem- 
ber 1 after breeding, to determine pregnancy. 
Of course when Roman Soldier and the others 
appeared this was increased, to $250 in 1935 and 
$500 in 1936. 

The crops of 1933 and 1934 were small, but 
thereafter, with his reputation made, *Cohort had 
a good number of representatives, and his later 
crops include the stakes winners Charlotte Girl, 
Smart Trick, Soldierette, T. M. Dorsett, Ciencia,

ROM a monetary standpoint 1905 was the best 

year I experienced up to that time. Horses I 
trained won 69 races and earned $186,583. For 
August Belmont I saddled six winners. Before 
referring to the winners, let me say a word or 
two about the prize “lemon” in the stable, a 2- 
year-old named Oaklawn, a chestnut son of Far- 
andole—-Margaret Jane which Mr. Belmont had 
purchased from Willie Shields early in May at 
Jamaica after he had won his seventh successive 
race. He was beaten in his first start and began 
the winning skein at Essex Park, Hot Springs, in 
February. His first start in the maroon and red 
sash of his new owner was in the Saratoga Spe- 
cial, in which he finished unplaced. Successive 
defeats in the Prospect, the Triumph, the Cham- 
pagne, and the Oceanus followed—in fact he

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never won a race for Mr. Belmont. 
loss of form defied explanation. 

Blandy was the best of the horses I trained 
for Mr. Belmont that year. I have always had a 
soft spot in my heart for Blandy, as he brought 
to me the distinction of having trained the first 
horse that ever won a race at Belmont Park. 
Belmont Park began functioning in 1905, Morris 
Park having been abandoned, although I contin- 
ued to stable at Morris Park until that fall. Bel- 
mont Park threw open its gates on May 4 and I 
had entered Blandy in the first race, the Belmont 
Park Inaugural, for 3-year-olds and up, six fur- 
longs down the old straight course, now aban- 
doned. The track had never been raced over, and 
it was slow. Burleigh (137), Roseben (134), 
Dandelion (125), Sysonby (3, 125) were with- 
drawn. Seven horses ran, with the fine filly 
Lady Amelia top weight under 135 pounds, and 
favorite at 2 to 1. Blandy (118), ridden by 
Willie Davis, was third choice at 6 to 1. Trans- 
portation in those days left much to be desired 
and I arrived late, too late to saddle Blandy, but 
this was attended to by Sam Lavery, and I ar- 
rived just as the horses went on the track. Davis 
broke Blandy off alertly, went to the front and 
was never caught, and at the finish was two 
lengths in front of Oliver Cromwell, with Regal 
third. The Westchester Racing Association pre- 
sented to the owner of the winner, the trainer, 
and the jockey each a silver cup valued at $50; 
mine is still here at Erdenheim. Mr. Belmont of 
course has passed on, but Willie Davis at last 
reports was a patrol judge on some of the west- 
ern and southern tracks, and I assume he still has 
his trophy. 

As a result of this victory Blandy started a

Blandy won three other races 
that year——all three were handicaps and a mile 
was about his limit. 

Lord of the Vale remained in training though 
he was five years old. He did well enough, win- 
ning four overnight handicaps. In one at Bright- 
on Beach, worth $920 to the winner, the associa- 
tion stipulated that in the event the winner re- 
duced the track record of 1:38 for the mile his 
owner would receive a piece of plate valued at 
$500; in the event he erased the mile record of 
1:37%5 the association would award the owner 
of the winner a piece of plate valued at $1,000. 
Only three ran and Lord of the Vale was an odds- 
on choice, but as he ran the mile in 1:411!5 the 
association was not called upon to give away any 
plate. This practice, a rather common one in 
those days, might well be imitated by modern 
racing associations. 

In the Belmont division were four 2-year-olds 
that were able to win, and three of them were 
stakes winners. The other, Lord of the Forest, 
was a half-brother to Lord of the Vale; he was a 
bay gelding by Octagon-—Lady Violet. Lord of the 
Forest was beaten in his first five starts, so I en- 
tered him in a selling race at Sheepshead Bay 
early in July, to be sold for $800. It was the race 
after the Commonwealth Handicap, the only race 
in which Tradition was beaten that year. Sysonby 
won it, so I guess it was my fault for over- 
matching the filly. Sixteen horses ran in Lord of 
the Forest’s race. Merrick, which established what 
is possibly a record for longevity among Thor- 
oughbreds (he died in 1941, at the age of 38) was 
the favorite at 5 to 2; he was then owned by 
Newton Bennington and trained by Fred Burlew. 
Lord of the Forest carried but 97 pounds; he was 
ridden by an apprentice named Baird, and in a 
driving finish he won by half a length from 
Ladsarion, owned by Mrs. C. E. Durnell and 
trained by her husband. Ladsarion was entered 
to be claimed for $2,000. After the race Lord 
of the Forest was run up and my old friend Tom 
Healey got him for $2,605 for his patron, Richard 
T. Wilson, Jr. I thereupon claimed Ladsarion 
for $2,880, the sum he was entered for, plus the 
$870 purse, plus a $10 subscription, and one J. A. 
Melvin claimed Merrick for $1,980. The differ- 
ence between the sum Lord of the Forest was 
entered for, $800, and the sum he realized when 
sold for $2,605, or $1,805, was divided between 
the association and the owner of the second 
horse, so Mrs. Durnell actually got $3,902.50 for 
Ladsarion. He was well sold, as I was utterly 
unable to win a race with him. Tom Healey won 
but one race with Lord of the Forest, and Merrick 
was unable to win the rest of the year. 

Don Diego, a 2-year-old chestnut colt by Henry 
of Navarre-—-*Bella Donna, won one race, the 
Neptune Stakes at Brighton Beach in July; as it 
was worth $5,850 he more than paid his expenses. 
Woolwich, another 2-year-old chestnut colt, by 
Hastings--Woodvine was able to win but one 
race, but it was a stakes, the Expectation at 
Gravesend in May, worth $4,325. He was second 
choice at 10 to 1 and as it later turned out he out- 
ran himself when he whipped the 1 to 2 favorite, 
Newton Bennington’s First Water, by two 
lengths. George Odom rode him and made no 
mistakes. 

Mr. Belmont had a pretty nice filly that year 
in Tiptoe, a brown daughter of Hastings—-Tar- 
peia. John Whalen trained her the first part of 
the year and did exceptionally well with her, 
winning four races among which were the Fashion 
and Gayety Stakes. Then for no apparent reason

At six he was 
second in the Yonkers and Fleetwing Handicaps 
and third in the Toboggan Handicap. At seven, 
his best year, he was beaten but once, winning 
the Wilmington Handicap on a_ slow track, 
Queens County Handicap on a sloppy track, and 
the Carter and Fleetwing Handicaps on fast

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Mr. Belmont took her away from John Whalen 
and gave her to me. It was a stroke of good for- 
tune for me as Tiptoe, while I had her, won two 
stakes, the filly half of the Produce Stakes at 
Brighton Beach late in September, and the White 
Plains Handicap at Belmont Park in October. In 
the Produce, Tiptoe (116), ridden by Frank 
O’Neil, and Bivouac (109), ridden by Willie Davis, 
comprised the August Belmont entry and the 
entry was favorite at 8 to 5. Tiptoe was first 
and Bivouac was last; Bivouac was a sister to 
Blandy but I was unable to get her into winning 
condition all year. The stakes was worth $10,966, 
not to be sneered at. 

In the White Plains Handicap Tiptoe carried 
113 pounds and was ridden by Willie Davis. She 
was coupled with Bridgeman, a son of Octagon-— 
St. Bridget, and therefore a half-brother to the 
speedy Brigadier, and the entry was 6 to 1. The 
favorite was the top-weight, Sam Hildreth’s Se- 
curity (122) and the H. P. Whitney entry of 
Brookdale Nymph and Midas, trained by John W. 
Rogers, was second choice at 3 to 1. Security, 
by Sorcerer, was a half-brother to Dick Welles 
and Ort Wells; in the spring he had beaten the 
best in training in the Great Trial Stakes. Wil- 
liam C. Whitney had died early in the spring of 
1904 and by reason of this Sam Hildreth was now 
persona grata and had been given back his li- 
cense. Willie Davis never rode a better race in 
his life than he did in the White Plains Handicap, 
getting Tiptoe home by a head in a furious drive 
in front of a despised outsider named Snow, with 
Bridgeman, ridden by J. Jones, third another head 
back. So the Belmont horses earned first money 
of $3,695 and Bridgeman took down third money 
of $200. 

In the Paget division were 38 horses; I won 
races with exactly half of them. Some were 
“lights of others days,” notably Africander, Gold- 
smith, and Belle Strome. Africander was then 
five and was a cripple and had been so for two 
years. He did finish third once and was then re- 
tired to the stud. Goldsmith, winner of the first 
Saratoga Special ever run, in 1901, was hopeless; 
he was third in his first start and useless there- 
after. On the opening day at Saratoga he was 
claimed by Frank Farrell for $2,000 and never 
won again. Steve Lawlor, who used to ride for 
Mat Byrnes under the name of Steve Charlton, 
trained Belle Strome, at two, for the National 
Stable. At Morris Park in the spring of 1904, 
on the occasion of her first start, down came 
Belle Strome at 100 to 1, and in the very next 
race Steve Lawlor sent out Invader, which won at 
odds ranging from 15 to 1 to 50 to 1. In the au- 
tumn, after Artful had won the Futurity, Belle 
Strome ran Artful to a length in the Great Filly 
Stakes and followed this up by winning at 
Brighton Beach, beating Dandelion, Pasadena, 
and others. Sydney Paget bought Belle Strome 
after this but Steve Lawlor trained her better 
than I did—-I never won a race with her until the 
middle of October at Jamaica, when she won the 
Huntington, a selling stakes. She was entered to 
be sold for $1,600, and the race was worth $995. 
Then I sold her to Joe Hayman. 

This was the year Harry Mann nearly quit me 
after working for me for about a dozen years. It 
was over Mann’s favorite, Ormonde’s Right, a 
savage brute, moody and ungenerous, which TI 
sold to Alec. Shields during the autumn meet- 
ing at Jamaica. Mann took the sale to heart-——he 
never really was himself until he got Water Pearl 
to take care of the following year. Ormonde’s 
Right ran best when fresh; he started off by 
winning the Carter Handicap on the opening day 
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of the racing season, April 15, at Aqueduct. He 
carried 110 pounds and, racing kindly for Willie 
Davis, Ormonde’s Right beat Roseben (113) a 
length, earning $7,100. Goldsmith, incidentally, 
was last. He never won again for me until the 
middle of October at Jamaica, after which I sold 
him to Alec. Shields, for whom he won his last 
five starts, at Aqueduct and Bennings. Shields 
apparently made a Christian out of Ormonde’s 
Right, possibly with a boat-hook, for like Billy 
Oliver, Alec. Shields’ principal diversion was row- 
ing. 

Hamburg Belle remained in training; she was 
now four and won five races, earning $14,170. 
She was at her best at Sheepshead Bay, winning 
three of her races, the Coney Island Handicap, 
the Equality, and the Flight Stakes at that track. 

Tradition, now three, started in five races and 
won four of them. Her victories were scored in 
stakes confined to fillies. Artful had an un- 
blemished escutcheon during the year. She ran 
but three times—-she suffered all her life from 
chronic rheumatism and it took John Rogers’ best 
efforts to keep her in winning form. She began 
by winning two sprints at six furlongs, in one 
of which she trounced Garnet Ferguson’s speedy 
Bearcatcher. Then she won the Brighton Handi- 
cap in effortless fashion from Ort Wells, Bel- 
dame, Delhi, and others. That was her last race; 
she remained in training the rest of the year but 
Rogers could never get her up to another race. 

Sysonby was the horse of the year. After his 
dead-heat with Race King in the Metropolitan 
Handicap at Belmont Park, nothing ever got 
close to him. I tried him once with Tradition 
and never repeated the mistake. Tradition be- 
gan by winning the Gazelle Stakes at Gravesend 
early in June; she was 2 to 5 and beat Coy Maid 
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six lengths, Kiamesha and two others behind 
them. Her next start was in the Mermaid at 
Sheepshead Bay in which I also started Water- 
boy’s sister Zeala; the entry was 1 to 6, and 
Tradition won by three lengths from Coy Maid, 
with Schulamite third and Zeala last. 

I guess I got a little too high on the daughter 
of *Goldfinch after these two bloodless victories. 
I decided to take one crack at Sysonby and see if 
Tradition could repeat her Futurity performance 
and halt his victorious march. The Common- 
wealth Handicap (114, m.) at Sheepshead Bay 
July 1, just about a year after Tradition’s debut 
the year before, was selected. Sysonby (111), 
with Dave Nicol up, was at the comparatively lib- 
eral odds of 4 to 5; Tradition (104), ridden by 
Walter Miller and Broomstick (111) were split 
second choices at 7 to 2. Despite the fact that 
Sysonby was kicked rather severely by Mon- 
sieur Beaucaire, he won in effortless fashion by 
four lengths, Green B. Morris’ Proper was second, 
Charlie Rowe’s Mabel Richardson was third, and 
Tradition a well-beaten fourth. Thereafter I re- 
served Tradition for the filly stakes—-she won the 
Brighton Oaks under 124 pounds by two lengths, 
and finished the year by winning the 11'4-mile 
Alabama at 1 to 20 from Kiamesha and Gold Ten.
